College releases toaster-oven design 


President Gumby 





Long-awaited plans for the 
new classroom building have 
been released by the adminis- 
tration. Vice President for 
Operations John G. Tutman 
announced that the new build- 
ing will follow along the col- 
lege’s appliance philosophy 
and be shaped like a toaster 


oven. “Since the construction 
of the slide-projector-like 
library, we’ve been searching 
for another appliance conduc- 
ive to modeling,” Tutman 
said. 

With ground-breaking 
planned for fall of 1985, Tut- 
man said he and_ other 
members of the administra- 
tion are “excited about the 


plans and look forward to con- 
tinuing the St. Michael's 
tradition.” 

The toaster-oven building 
will house all the facilities now 
existing on both north and 
south campuses, along with 
Fanny Wombat Hospital and 
Pit Stop. The all-encompass- 
ing structure will be the larg- 
est toaster oven yet to be built 


in the state of Vermont. 

Floor plans of the three 
floors, the “crumb tray”, the 
“shelf” and the “broiler,” are 
available through the Office 
of Appliance Development 
and models of the new struc- 
ture are available at Gayness 
Shoppers’ World. 

Other edifices planned for 
over the next decade include 


an art building modeled after 
a blender and an office build- 
ing shaped like a clock radio. 

Vice President for Planning 
Marche LaDave, said the pro- 
posed plans “exemplify the 
innovativeness of this admin 
istration. . .This shows ou 
responsiveness to the faculty 
and students’ needs o 
campus.”
